2. Britain will not ke prepared 
to make any substantial contribu- 
tion towards implementation of a 
settlement not acceptable to both 
Arabs and Jews. 

3. Britain will not singlehanded

datory until next May, when the 
prosess of transferring power to 
the Arab and Jewish states should
